Now, as to shape, there are 
different opinions. 
Some prefer the 
cushion shape and others the round 
*hape. 
The latter is an American in­ 
vention, and is at present the most 
popular shape. 
The cushion shape is 
j I English taste. 
The 
old Dutch 
stones, cutin Amsterdam, are getting 
out of date, in this country at least. 
You see, there in A msterdam the 
dealers boy the rough diamonds by the 
bagfull, just as they come from the 
mines, and they have a system of ex­ 
changing cut stones for rough stone*, 
500 carats of rough for 300 carats of 
cut ones, for instance, so that it is to 
their interest to lose as little of the 
stone’s weight as possible in the cut­ 
ting process. 
Here things are quite 
different. 
We are just now recutting 
a good many of these old Dutch stones. 
Here is one, you see,” and the expert 
unwrapped a very line stone, “ which 
weighed 9 1-64 carats when it went 
up stairs to our cutters, and which now 
weighs but 7J carats. 
Yet its value 
has been increased by this procedure, 
although its size diminished, so that it 
is now worth $2,500, while before that 
it was worth but $2,000. 
There is a 
great deal in the cutting of a stone. 
i:he old English single-cut, where only 
one side had facets, while the lower 
one was left in straight lines, is out of 
demand now. 
A stone is cut in pro­ 
portion to its shape and size, there be­ 
ing valuable stones of all numbers of 
facets. 
You see, there is a grain to a 
diamond, just as much as there is to a 
slab of wood. 
An expert diarnond- 
cutter will see that grain and cut the 
diamond accordingly. 
The shape of 
the stone must be made so that the 
angles throw the greatest amount of 
light toward the gazer. 
Some stones 
have their angles cut so that the rays 
A light converge before they reach the 
eve. 
That is a point which even a 
great many experts overlook in pur 
chasing. 
They will hold the stone six 
inches from their eyes, instead of look­ 
ing at it from a distance. 
And yet the 
latter is the proper way, for diamonds 
are intended to show brilliancy from 
some distance.” 
“ Where are the largest diamonds 
found just now?” 
“ In Southern Africa. 
The mines 
there are, however, pretty old, too, 
and are getting fairly exhausted. 
I 
think that among our undeveloped re­ 
sources in tbe United States diamonds 
will loom ap l a r g e ly before long. 
The 
jthor day I bougnt a 17-karat stone of 
a man who had bought it for $1, tak­ 
ing it to be a topaz. 
It was found near 
Waukesha, Wis. 
It had much the ap­ 
pearance of the South African stones. 
Two or three months ago a party 
brought me one from Central Iowa. It 
was a very good stone and I should 
•ay that there must be more where 
that one came from. 
I believe there 
are many spots in this country where 
diamonds are to be found. 
Univ when 
found the general public wouldn't 
know them from rough diamonds.” 
“ How does a rough diamond look?” 
“ Generally, it is a little six-pointed 
crystal, or it may look like a roundish, 
§emi-transparent pebble. 
In its rough 
itate it generally doesn't look as pret­ 
ty as a piece of quartz. 
The opinion 
of experts ought to be had whenever 
stones are found suspected to be dia­ 
monds. 
Search, besides, ought to be 
made not by individuals but by com­ 
munities, for diamonds are scarce 
wherever they are lodged, and many 
eyes looking for them are more likely 
to find them than one pair, however 
keen.” 
“ What qualifications must a good 
expert in diamonds possess?” 
“ Experience. 
A judge 
of 
these 
•tones must have a constant experi­ 
ence in order to enable him to adjust 
properly and recognize the various 
points that give a diamond its value, 
shape, cut and color. 
Not one in a 
thousand knows enough about dia­ 
monds to tell if a diamond is worth 
$1,000 or $200. 
There are very few 
experts. 
There are, of course, quite 
a number of them among the dealers, 
but very few outside ut them. 
The 
value of a stone, depends of course, 
after all, a good deal on individual 
pastes and prejudices, and really' its 
market price is governed more by its 
relative scanty than by anything else. 
If, for instance, some prolific mines 
were discovered now yielding lots of 
bluish-white diamonds they would de­ 
cline in price, and those off color, the 
yellowish and brownish ones, would 
rise. 
Only IO per cent of the dia­ 
monds found are worthy to be set in 
jewelry, you know. 
The rest are re­ 
fuse stones, which are bought up by 
sharp dealers, who palm them off af­ 
terward on an unsuspecting public as 
great bargains. 
Lots of men are ta­ 
ken in in that way. 
People think that 
they have struck a good thing and 
will keep quiet about where they 
bought it and how much they paid for 
it. 
If they went to an honest expert 
he would point out to them the flaws 
in the stones they purchased so cheap, 
and show them tha^ they had been 
swindled. 
Diamonds have always a 
market price, and if they are good, 
marketable stones no dealer will sell 
them below the m arket figure.” — Chi­ 
cago News. 


Reduced Newspaper Postage. 
Orders have been issued by the 
postoffice department for the prepara­ 
tion of a new one-cent newspaper post­ 
age stamp, which will be needed after 
July 1st because of the law passed at 
the recent session of congress reducing 
the rate on newspapers. 
The stamp is 
to be similar in design to the present 
series of newspaper stamps ranging 
from 2 to IO cents. 
During the last 
fiscal year 47,240 tons of matter sub­ 
ject to newspaper rates 
was 
sent 
through the mail* from 5,785 post- 
offices. 
The postage amounted to 
$1,899,592.14. 
This was an increase 
of nearly l l per cent. over the preced­ 
ing year. 
Allowing for the same in­ 
crease in matter sent for the next fis­ 
cal year, it is estimated that the re­ 
duction to I cent per pound will re­ 
sult in a loss of oyer $1,000,000 to the 
m e a n t* of the postoffice department. 


A Nation of Egg Eaters. 
“ There arc at least fifty million eggs 
consumed daily in the United States,” 
said a wholesale dealer near W ashing­ 
ton Market to a reporter. 
“ T hat is 
over four million dozen, and at 
an 
average price will amount to at least 
$80,OOO. 
Think of the outlay and 
business activity required to handle 
this enormous quantity. 
The Ameri­ 
can people are egg eaters. 
As a gen­ 
eral thing the supply is equal to the 
demand, but about three years ago, 
late after January, we ran ashore on 
domestic eggs. 
W hat was the result? 
Europe began to ship us pickled egg? 
by the millions. Shiploads carne over. 
Prices went down, and the European 
pickled eggs at fourteen cents per 
dozen became 
immensely popular. 
This almost ruined our home egg 
market. 
During the months of April 
and May the 
eggs are pickled by 
means of a solution of lime water. 
They are kept until November and 
December, and then come in to lower 
the market. 
Fresh eggs, though, are 
worth thirty cents a dozen.” 
“ Where do the eggs in the United 
States principally' come from?” 
“ From Jersey, Delaware, Virginia, 
North and South Carolina and Mary­ 
land. 
The Western .Slates of course 
furnish large quantities, but not sc 
much as the States mentioned. 
Nine­ 
teen million two hundred thousand 
eggs were shipped from Europe to this 
country since the 1st of April to Sep­ 
tember. They come from 
Belgium, 
Copenhagen, H amburg and the g re a t­ 
est egg market in the world, Antwerp. 
But all these European eggs are pick­ 
led, and although riot half so good 
as the fresh, yet they have the effect 
of lowering prices. 
All of the peas­ 
antry in Germany, Belgium and Hol­ 
land raise large quantities of fowl. 
But in the United States a few 
ers only pay attention to the 
try.” 
“ What is the reason that the 
ers in the United States do not 
more fowl?” 
“ Simple enough. 
They have been 
in the habit of making large profits 
from stock and grain and ottter prod­ 
ucts, and thought egg raising too 
slow, 
fhey see their mistake now, 
and in less than ten years eggs will be 
exported instead of im ported.” 
“ How 
will the 
increase 
come 
about ?” 
“ lf this new experiment of hatch­ 
ing eggs by means of heaters proves 
successful, then bacon and beef a* life 
susta ning foods will perhaps be sup­ 
planted. 
Thus far the results on a 
limited scale have proved successful, 
and tbe old hen, instea I of wasting 
days over a dozen or so eggs. can be 
putting in her time laying fresh eggs. 
Thus a double saving will be made. 
Every farmer 
with 
enterprise will 
have an egg farm or hatchery, just as 
the rich have hot house* now, and 
send millions of eggs to market. New 
York, perhaps, 
will be the greatest 
egg center in the world, and ships 
will be chartered by the wholesale to 
do the export business. —New 
York 
Mail. 
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Work for tbe Spring. 
A later spring %ve have not known 
for a long time. The weather still con­ 
tinues cold, though the grass is begin­ 
ning to turn green. There is yet, how­ 
ever no pasturage for stock. 
We see 
the plows are beginning to run. There 
has been no rain at St. Louis for 
months. 
Cisterns are dry and m acad­ 
amized roads are dusty. 
Farmers 
should be ready with strong teams and 
plentv of good men to put in crops at 
the earliest moment that Hie ground is 
in good order. 
But by all mean* have 
the soil in good condition and well pre­ 
pared, and the seed the very best. 
Turn over a new leaf now, and" put no 
more crops in cultivation than can be 
well put in and receive the best atten­ 
tion. 
But the balance of the land in 
gras*, for it is tbe most profitable cron 
the farm er raises. 
At the low prices 
the cereal crops command, it is better 
to devote more land to rearing stock 
or to dairy farming. 
The farmer should took ahead and 
try lo raise such crops or such stock as 
will pay best. 
Don’t do just as your 
father did unless you are sure that it 
pay* best—but keep up with tile spirit 
of the age. 
The time has already 
come when the old fogies are being 
left behind. 
The men of progress, of 
enterprise, of brains are taking the 
lead, and the laggards have all they 
eau do to keep body and soul together. 
And every year the difference between 
the farmers of progressive ideas and 
the “ stanJ-stiils 
will be more m ark ­ 
ed. 
There are so many farmers, there 
is so much competition; there is so 
much overproduction in certain lines, 
that only the intelligent farm er can 
succeed. 
Ii i* ou the farm as in the 
learned professions; there is plenty of 
room in the upper stories but the 
ground floors are crowded almost to 
suffocation. 
It is brains that carries 
one to the top. 
Tho farm er should 
bear this in mind, and do all he can 
to improve his mind, that he may get 
there. — Rural World. 


The Duration of Wars. 
The Pall Mall Gazette, in attacking 
Gladstone’s government for dilatori­ 
ness, gives this as the adm iralty’s pro­ 
gramme of 
ship-building. 
“ Forty- 
eight new ships ordered, December 2, 
1884; tenders accepted for six new 
ships, March 
5—ninety-three days. 
Not one of these forty-eight new ships 
has as yet even been begun, for it 
takes longer to draw up a specifica­ 
tion and accept a tender than it does 
to lose an empire.” 
As to the chances 
of augmenting the fleet in war time, 
there is caution to be learned for Bow­ 
ers neither isolated nor stronger on 
land than the expected invader. 
To 
show that modern European wars are 
short and sharp, glance at the follow­ 
ing dates: 
France and Austria war 
declared May 3, 1859; decisive battle, 
Solferino, June 24—fifty-two 
days. 
Dano-German war declared January 
16, 1864, decisive battle, fall of D i s ­ 
pel, April 18—ninety-three days. Aus- 
tro-Brussian war declared June 16, 
1869; decisive battle, Sadowa, July 3— 
seventeen days. 
Austro-ltalian war 
declared June 20, 1860; decisive battle, 
Lissa, July 20—thirty days. 
Franco- 
German war declared July 15, 1870; 
decisive battle, Sedan. September 2— 
forty-nine days.

A minute violet-shaped 
aperture in the wall was the keyhole 
of the recess where the duke’s strong­ 
hold, containing precious deeds aud 
documents, hung over a well many 
yards deeper than the first foundations 
of the hotel. 
The cellars were strong­ 
holds like those of the Bank of France. 
There was iron cases, crammed with 
guineas, 
coffers 
untouched 
since 
Waterloo, containing gold pieces of 
eight generations of dukes, and there 
were thousands of 10-thaler pieces 
which had never been put into circu­ 
lation He kept no kitchen, tor a cook 
was necessarily a poisoner in his eyes. 
He mixed his morning choeolate him­ 
self; his milk was brought from subur­ 
ban farms in a sealed silver can. 
He 
left his millions to Geneva.

the last meeting were read and approved 
A communication was read from the 
chief of the fire department, L. Ii. Dodge, 
stating that Libert)- Hose Co. No. 3 were 
not provided with the necessary hats, 
coats and belts and asked that two dozen 
hat* and belt and a half doz.cn coats be 
furnished them, which communication 
also bore the signature of the Mayor; the 
communication was referred to the com­ 
mittee on fire department. 
At this junc­ 
ture there was a little semi-friendly tilt 
betwceu his Honor, the Mayor, and the 
Municipal Judge, the question being 
that of whether the report of the Judge 
should be presented to the council at Hic 
beginning of crery month or not, and a 
small side issue of how the funds were 
being disposed of.

for cxhorbitant prices on the same.

work and his bid was $1.10 per page, 
while the D is p a t c h bid to do tile whole 
job at $89.

getting the city newspaper work he bid 
five and three cents per folio, on a book 
for the city he bids $1.10 a page, and 
why. 
Simply for this reason, on the 
former he kuew he had to get down to 
hard-pan if lie stood any show, and on 
the latter lie had an idea that he had 
own way and he 
would make up on it what lie will lose on 
the former. 
The printing committee 
will make a few dollars the coming year 
by pinning this in their hats and refer- 
ing to it when they have any work to be 
done. 
But to return to the council.

walks were ordered to be built on the 
north side of Main street between Thin! 
and Fourth and also a certain amount 
was ordered on Juniper street.

Northwestern road 
has by this time 
reached Leach Lake. 
The route has 
been comparatively easy thus far, though 
it is expected that the route between 
Leech Lake aud Red Lake Falls is a lit­ 
tle more rugged and possibly some diffi­ 
culties may be met with 
It is expected 
that at least fifty miles of grading will 
he done this Rummer and quite probable 
that the iron will be laid for some miles 
out of Brainerd 
The country that tho 
road goes through is almost entirely des­ 
titute of railroad facilities. 
About sixty 
miles north of the N. P. road there are a 
good many wheat growers and 200,000 
bushels of wheat annually has to be 
hauled to the railroad, a two days trip. 
for transportation. The great pineries 
are north of that still, and with the fine 
water power at Red Lake Falls, which 
when developed will take all saw mill 
and lumber interests from Crookston. 
We shall derive a large amount of busi­ 
ness in this line. 
That is wily the Crook­ 
ston people arc so opposed to the Brain­ 
erd and Northwestern. 
From Red Lake 
Falls, the course of the road will be to 
the northwest to take the Grafton coun­ 
try, one of the finest wheat sections in 
the northwest.

and snbseqnently served in the Confederate 
navy, expresses the belief that should war oc­ 
cur" between Russia and England it will be a 
great naval conflict 
“Just now," says this of­ 
ficer, Russia is searching the high seas over 
for a p u t. 
That is the first necessity. 
And 
England is actively engaged in frustrating her 
designs. 
That is the reason of the activity at 
Nassau, Bermuda, and the Canary Islands. 
The Russian corvettes are searching in every 
direction, but yon will notice that an English 
mau-o’-war is in the track of almost every Rus­ 
sian vesse’ afloat 
If the Hontb had been able 
to secure a place for its captured gnu boats 
there would not have been a federal flagship 
on the high seas. 
If we couid have towed 
them in British ports and got pnze money 
the naval feature of our strife would have 
been a memorable one. Russia is exactly in the 
situation we occupied. 
She has not an Atlantic 
port, and as long as England is active she 
never will have one. 
On the other hand, Eng­ 
land can draw men and means from the whole 
world, and is to-day mistresa of the sea.

like newly broken steel.

In fact, they are in­ 
numerable, siuce no two stones are 
exactly alike in color. 
The bluish- 
white is the costliest, because 
the 
rarest, outside of the decidedly brown 
diamonds, which are very rare, very 
hard and very brilliant, and which a 
good fancier will prefer to any other 
except the bluish-white. 
Then there 
are the slightly brownish, the slightly 
yellow, the straw color, the greenish- 
yellow, the rose color, and the canary 
yellow. 
Tho greenish-yellow are the 
least desirable, but even a little tinge 
of yellow, not noticeable to the pur­ 
chaser except by comparison 
with 
others, will bring down the price of a 
stone one-half to one-quarter.

Now, as to shape, there are 
different opinions. 
Some prefer the 
cushion shape and others the round 
ihape. 
The latter is an American in­ 
vention, and is at present the most 
nopular shape. 
The cushion shape is 
if English taste 
The 
old Dutch 
stones, cut in Amsterdam, are getting 
out of date, in this country at least. 
You see, there in Amsterdam the 
dealers buy the rough diamonds by the 
bagfull, just as they come from the 
mines, and they have a system of ex­ 
changing cut stones for rough stone**, 
c a ra ts of rough for 3‘>> carats of 
cut one-, for instance, so that it is to 
their interest to lose as little of the 
Hone’s weight as oossiblc in the cut­ 
ting process. 
Here things are quite 
lifferent. 
We are just now recutting 
a good many of these old Dutch stones. 
Here is one, voti see,” and the expert 
unwrapped a very tine stone, “ which 
weighed 9 1-61 carats when it went 
up stairs to our cutters, and which now 
weighs but 7$ carats. 
Yet its value 
has been increased by this procedure, 
although its size diminished, so that it 
is now worth 92,500, while before that 
it was wmrth but $2,000. 
There is a 
great deal in the cutting of a stone. 
I:he old English single-cut, where only 
one side had facets, while the lower 
one was left in straight lines, ic out of 
demand now. 
A stone is cut in pro­ 
portion to its shape and sire, there be­ 
ing valuable stones of all numbers of 
facets. 
You see, there is a grain to a 
diamond, just as much as there is to a 
ilab of wood. 
An expert diamond- 
cutter will see that grain and cut the 
diamond accordingly. 
The shape of 
the stone must be made so that the 
angles throw tbe greatest amount of 
light toward the gazer. 
Some stoues 
have their angles cut so that the rays 
jf light converge before they reach the 
eye. 
That is a point which even a 
great manv experts overlook in pur 
ebasing. 
They will hold the stone six 
inches from their eyes, instead of look­ 
ing at it from a distauee. 
And yet the 
latter is the proper way, for diamonds 
ure intended to show brilliancy from 
jome distance.” 
“ Where are the largest diamonds 
found just now?” 
“ In Southern Africa. 
The mines 
there are, however, pretty old, too, 
ami are getting fairly exhausted. 
I 
think that among our undeveloped re­ 
so u rc es in the United States diamonds 
will loom up largely before long. 
The 
jther dav I bougnt a 17-karat stone of 
t man who had bought it for $1, tak­ 
ing it to be a topaz. 
It was found near 
Waukesha, Wis. 
It had much the ap- 
5 
e a ranee of the South African stones, 
wo or three months ago a party 
brought me one from Central Iowa. It 
was a very good stone aud I should 
•ay that there must be more where 
that one came from. 
I believe there 
arc many spots in this country where 
diamonds are to be found. 
Only when 
found the general public wouldn't 
know them from rough diamonds.” 
“ How docs a rough diamond took?” 
“Generally, it is a little six-pointed 
crystal, or it mav look like a roundish, 
•emi-transparent pebble. 
In its rough 
state it generally doesn’t look as pret­ 
ty as a piece of quartz. 
The opinion 
of experts ought to be had whenever 
•tones are found suspected to be dia­ 
monds. 
Search, besides, ought to be 
made not by individuals but by com­ 
munities, for diamonds are scarce 
wherever they are lodged, and many 
eyes looking for them are more likely 
to find them than oue pair, however 
keen.” 
“ What qualifications must a good 
expert in diamonds possess?” 
“ Experience. 
A judge 
of 
these 
•tones must have a coustant experi­ 
ence in order to enable him to adjust 
properlv and recognize the various 
poiuts that give a diamond its value, 
shape, cut and color. 
Not one in a 
thousand knows enough about dia­ 
monds to tell if a diamond is worth 
$1,000 or $200. 
There are very few 
experts. 
There are, of course, quite 
a number of them among the dealers, 
but very few outside ot them. 
The 
value of a stone, depends of course, 
after all, a good deal ou individual 
pastes and prejudices, and reallv its 
market price is governed more by its 
relative scarify than by anything else. 
If, for instance, some prolific mines 
were discovered now yielding lots of 
bluish-white diamonds they would de­ 
cline in price, and those off color, the 
yellowish and brownish ones, would 
rise. 
Only 10 per cent of the dia­ 
monds found are worthy to be set in 
jewelry, you know. 
Tbe rest are re­ 
fuse stones, which are bought up by 
sharp dealers, who palm them off af­ 
terward on an unsuspecting public as 
great bargains. 
Lots of men are ta­ 
ken in in that way. 
People think that 
they have struck a good thing and 
will keep quiet about where they 
bought it and how much they paid for 
it. 
If they went to an honest expert 
he would point out to them the flaws 
in the stones they purchased so cheap, 
and show’ them that they had been 
swindled. 
Diamonds have always a 
market price, and if they are good, 
marketable stones no dealer wili sell 
them below the market figure.” —Chi­ 
cago News. 


Reduced Newspaper Postage. 
Orders have been issued by the 
postoffice department for the prepara­ 
tion of a new one-cent newspaper post­ 
age stamp, vvhich will be needed after 
July 1st because of the law passed at 
the recent session of congress reducing 
the rate on newspapers. 
The stamp is 
to be similar in design to the present 
series of newspaper stamps ranging 
from 2 to 10 cents. 
During the last 
fiscal year 47,240 tons of matter sub­ 
ject to newspaper rates was 
sent 
through the mail*» from 0,785 post- 
offices. 
The postage amounted to 
$1,899,592.14. 
This was an increase 
of nearly 11 per cent, over tho preced­ 
ing year. 
Allowing for the same in­ 
crease in matter sent for the next fis­ 
cal year, it is estimated that the re­ 
duction to 1 cent per pound will re- 
j suit in a loss of oyer $1,000,000 to the 
1 reyenues of the postoffice department. 


A Nation of Egg Eaters. 
“There are at least fifty million eggs 
consumed daily in the United States,” 
said a w’holesale dealer near Washing­ 
ton Market to a reporter. 
“That is 
over four million dozen, and at 
an 
average price will amount to at least 
$80,000. 
Think of the outlay and 
business activity required to handle 
this enormous quantity. 
The Ameri­ 
can people are egg eaters. 
As a gen­ 
eral thing the supply' is equal to the 
demand, but about three years ago, 
late after January, we ran ashore on 
domestic eggs. 
What was tho result? 
Europe began to ship us pickled eggs 
by tbe millions. Shiploads came over. 
Prices went down, and the European 
pickled eggs at fourteen cents per 
dozen became 
immensely popular. 
This almost ruined our home egg 
market. 
During the months of April 
and May the eggs are pickled by- 
means of a solution of lime water. 
They are kept until November and 
December, and then come in to lower 
tbe market. 
Fresh eggs, though, are 
worth thirty cents a dozen.” 
“ Where do the eggs in the United 
States principally' come from?” 
“ From Jersey, Delaware, V’irginia, 
North and South Carolina and Mary­ 
land. 
The Western Slates of course 
furnish large quantities, but not so 
much as the States mentioned. 
Nine­ 
teen million two hundred thousand 
eggs were shipped from Europe to tnis 
country since the 1st of April to Sep­ 
tember. They come from 
Ilelgium, 
Copenhagen, Hamburg and the great­ 
est egg market in the world, Antwerp. 
But all these European eggs are pick­ 
led, and although not half so good 
as the fresh, yet they have the effect 
of lowering prices. 
All of the peas­ 
antry in Germany, Belgium and Hol­ 
land raise large quantities of fowl. 
But in the United States a few farm­ 
ers only pay attention to the indus­ 
try.” 
“ What is the reason that the farm­ 
ers in the United States do not raise 
more fowl?” 
“ Simple enough. 
They have been 
in the habit of making large profits 
from stock and grain and other prod­ 
ucts, and thought egg raising too 
slow. 
They see their mistake now, 
and in less than ten years eggs will be 
exported instead of imported.” 
“ How 
will the 
increase 
como 
about ?” 
“ If this new experiment of hatch­ 
ing eggs by means of heaters proves 
successful, then bacon and beef as life 
susta ning foods will perhaps be sup­ 
planted. 
Thus far the results on a 
limited scale have proved successful, 
and the old hen, instea 1 of w irting 
days over a dozen or so egvs. c m be 
putting in her time laying fr*-ah e g g s. 
Thus a double saving will be made. 
Every farmer 
with enterprise will 
have an egg farm or hatchery, just as 
the rich have hot houses now, and 
send millions of eggs to market. New 
York, perhaps, will be the greatest 
egg center in the world, and ships 
will be chartered by the wholesale to 
do the export business. — New York 
Mail. 


Work for tbe Spring. 
A later spring we have not known 
for a long time. The weather still con­ 
tinues cold, though the grass is begin­ 
ning to turn green. There is yet, how­ 
ever no pasturasre for «to'*k. 
We ~ee 
the plows are beginning to run. Thete 
has been no rain at St. Louis for 
months. 
Cisterns are dry and macad­ 
amized roads are dusty'. 
Farmers 
should be ready with strong teams and 
plentv of srood men to put in crops at 
the earliest moment that the ground is 
in good order. 
But by all means have 
the soil in good condition and well pre­ 
pared, and the seed the very best. 
1 urn over a new leaf now, and put no 
more crops in cultivation than can be 
well put in and receive the best atten­ 
tion. 
Put the balauce of the land in 
grass, for it is tbe most profitable crop 
the farmer raises. 
At the low prices 
the cereal crops command, it is better 
to devote more land to rearing stock 
or to dairy farming. 
The farmer should took ahead and 
trv to raise such crops or such stock as 
will pay best. 
Don’t do just as your 
father did unless you are sure that It 
pays best—but keep up with the spirit 
of the age. 
The time has already 
come when the old fogies are being 
left behind. 
The men of progress, of 
enterprise, of brains are taking the 
lead, and the laggards have all they 
can do to keep body and soul together. 
And every'year the difference between 
the farmers of progressive ideas and 
the “ stan 1-stills ’ will be more m ark­ 
ed. 
There are so many farmers, there 
is so much competition; there is so 
much overproduction in certain lines, 
that only the intelligent farmer can 
succeed. 
Il is ou the farm as in the 
learned professions; there is plenty of 
room in the upper storie3 but the 
ground floors are crowded almost to 
suffocation. 
It is brains that carries 
one to the top. 
Tho farmer should 
bear this in mind, and do all he can 
to improve his mind, that he may get 
there. — Rural World. 


The Duration of Wars. 
The Pall Mall Gazette, in attacking 
Gladstone’s government for dilatori­ 
ness, gives this as the admiralty’s pro­ 
gramme of ship-building. 
“ Forty- 
eight new ships ordered, December 2, 
1884; tenders accepted for six new 
ships, March 
5—ninety-three days. 
Not one of these forty-eight new ships 
has as yet even been begun, for it 
takes longer to draw up a specifica­ 
tion and accept a tender than it does 
to lose an empire.” 
As to the chances 
of augmenting the fleet in war time, 
there is caution to be learned for Pow­ 
ers neither isolated nor stronger on 
land than the expected invader. 
To 
show that modern European wars are 
short and sharp, glance at the follow­ 
ing dates: 
France and Austria war 
declared May 3, 1859; decisive battle, 
Solferino, June 24—fifty-two 
days. 
Dano-German war declared January 
16, 1864, decisive battle, fall of Dup- 
pel, April 18—nmety'-three days. Aus- 
tro-Prussian war declared June 16, 
1869; decisive battle, Sadowa, July 3— 
seventeen days. 
Austro-ltaliau war 
declared June 20, 1860; decisive battle, 
Lissa, July 20—thirty days. 
Franco- 
German war declared July 15, 1870; 
decisive battle, Sedan, September 2— 
forty-nine days. 


The Diaminond Duke.

A minute violet-shaped 
aperture in the wall was the keyhole 
of the recess where the duke’s strong­ 
hold, containing precious deeds and 
documents, hung over a well many 
yards deeper than the first foundations 
of the hotel. 
The cellars were strong­ 
holds like those of the Bank of France. 
There was iron cases, crammed with 
guineas, 
coffers 
untonched 
since 
Waterloo, containing gold pieces of 
eight generations of dukes, and there 
were thousands of 10-thaler pieces 
which had never been put into circu­ 
lation He kept no kitchen, tor a cook 
was necessarily a poisoner in his eyes. 
He mixed his morning chocolate him­ 
self; his milk was brought from subur­ 
ban farms in a sealed silver can. 
He 
left his millions to Geneva.

The city council met in regular session 
on Monday evening last, with all mem­ 
bers present except Aldermen Keene, 
Ort, and Howe who came in soon after 
the opening exercises. 
The minutes of 
the last meeting were read and approved. 
A communication was read from the 
chief of the fire department, L. H. l)odgt*, 
stating that Liberty Hose Co. No. 3 were 
net provided witti the necessary hats, 
coats ami belts and asked that two dozen 
hats and belt and a half dozen coats he 
furnished them, which communication 
also bore the signature of the Mayor; the 
communication was referred to the com­ 
mittee on tire department. 
At this junc­ 
ture there was a little semi-fricndly tilt 
betweeu lus Honor, the Mayor, and the 
Municipal Judge, the question being 
that of whether the report of the Judge 
should be presented to the council at the 
beginning of cycry month or not, and a 
small side issue of how the funds were 
being disposed of.

It scams that the editor of 
the Tribune had corralled the chairman 
ol the printing committee and the said 
editor made up his mind he had a large 
sized “ plumb,” accordingly he imbued 
the chairman with the idea that inas­ 
much as he was city printer at three cents 
per folio he had a mortgage on the job 
work of the city and could put in a bill 
for cxhorbitant prices on the same. 
A c­ 
cordingly he made an estimate on the 
work and 1ns bid was $1.10 per page, 
while the D i s p a t c h hid to do the whole 
job at $89. 
As the book will run from 
100 to 130 pages the bid of the former 
was somewhere in the neighborhood of 
$3(> more than the D i s p a t c h bid. 
But 
as the chairman of the printing com­ 
mittee had been misinformed in regard 
to whether the work had tc be given to 
the 3-cent printer or not it was decided 
to receive bids at the next regular meet­ 
ing and let it to the office who would do 
it the cheapest. 
There is quite a diver­ 
sity in bids of the down-atrcet sheet.

During and for the current, year the 
street tax shall be $2.00 or two days work, 
and that street commissioners shall re­ 
ceive $2.00 per day for actual labor per­ 
formed.

The matter of the police not having a 
chief was brought up and the Mayor ap­ 
pointed Win. Shontell and his appoint­ 
ment was confirmed by the council.

Paine on the 
St. Paul track, the committee setting 
the time for Wednesday evening at 7 
o’clock.

titute of railroad facilities. 
About sixty 
miles north of the N. P. road there are a 
good many wheat growers and 200,000 
bushels of wheat annually has to be 
hauled to the railroad, a two days trip, 
for transportation.

are north of that still, and with the fine 
water power at Red Lake Falls, which 
when developed will take all saw mill 
and lumber interests from Crookston. 
We shall derive a large amount of busi­ 
ness in this line.

ston people arc so opposed to the Brain­ 
erd and Northwestern. 
From Red Lake 
Falls, the course of the road will he to 
the northwest to take the Grafton coun­ 
try, one of the finest wheat sections in 
the northwest.

Never since th e first settlem ent of 
W asco County, writes the 
oldest in 
habitant, has so much snow been seet 
on the ground at one tim e as lay ovei 
nearly every portion of the county ol 
the 1st day of January. 
Commencing 
Saturday, D ecem ber 13, snow fell a1 
m ost constantly for tw enty days, and 
when the storm cleared away 106 incline 
had fallen, which had settled until th? 
actual depth was not far from sixty 
inches. 
A week after the storm began 
every town 
and 
settlem ent 
in the 
county w as as com pletely isolated as ii 
it were distant a thousand m iles from 
any other place. 
Traveling for many 
days the D alles was the hub 
of the 
universe for all 
who chanced to be 
caught within its lim its, business was 
alm ost 
com pletely 
suspended, 
and 
people devoted them selves to shoveling 
snow from their abodes and 
walks! 
F or several days snow shovelers were 
paid $1 an hour, and were hard to find 
at that price. 
The streets in the busi­ 
ness portion of the town were barri 
caded with the accum ulation of 
snow 
from the roofs and sidewalks, the heap.* 
in many places towering nearly to th* 
awnings. 
A t 
some business 
places 
tunnels were dug from the 
sidewalks 
to the m iddle 
of the street, 
where 
there was a less 
depth. 
Breaking 
roads w ithin the city lim its became e 
difficult task, and to open the roads 
into th e country 
not 
attem pted 
until the snow had settled. The absence 
of wind, as well as the low tem perature, 
was rem arkable. 
T he snow lay w’here ii 
fell, and no hill-top was left bare tc 
furnish feed for stock which was at s 
distance from hay stacks. 
On Tuesday 
m orning, Decem ber SO, the mercury 
reached tw enty-tw o degrees below zerc 
at the U m atilla H ouse, and only once oi 
twice during the storm did it 
react 
twenty degrees above.

The m arches of Stew art and ’he going 
to and fro of convoxs, du rin g which 
m any of the Cam els were oce tsionally 
four and six days w ithout w ater and 
food, except the dry, reed-like Babas 
grass grow ing upon the desert, told 
fatally upon hundreds of the poor 
brutes. 
The stam ina was eono out 
of the survivors, and protracted rest 
was necessary, with good feeding for 
all of them . " The situation adm itted 
of neither, and w ith huge gapping 
w ounds and terrible sores from packs 
and girths, the w retched anim als co n ­ 
tinued to be driven out. 
An aw ful 
effluvia, noxious as a pest-house, ex­ 
haled from the wounds of the m isera­ 
ble anim als, and has latterly lilied 
the air w henever a 
cam el convoy 
m arches. 
I say nothing of the stench 
from the countless dead victim s which 
line the route from Abu Kru to K orti. 
Even as I w rite the odor from hun­ 
dreds of these lying outside the en­ 
trance to G akdul m akes the approach 
to this place a sort of running the 
g au n tlet of sm ells insufferable.
